Wasuinoton, Jan. 26.—At 3:15 Judge 
Cox an to deliver his charge to the 
jury. He commenced by saying: 

‘The Constitution provides that in all 
criminal prosecutions the accused shall 
enjoy the right of speedy and public trial 
by an impartial jury in the State or Dis- 
trict,where the crime shall have been com- 
mitted; that he shall.be informed of the 
cause and nature of the accusation against 
him; that he shall have compulsory pro- 
cess to obtain witnesses in his favor, and 
that he shall have the assistance of coun- 
selin his defence. These provisions are 
intended for the protection of the innocent 
from injustice and oppression, and it was 
only by their faithful observance that 
guilt or imnocence could be fairly ascer- 
tained. Every accused person was pre- 
sumed to be innocent until the accusation 
was proved. With what difficulty and 
trouble the law had been administered in 
the present case, the ae had been daily 
witnesses. It was, however, consolation 
to think that not one of those sacred guar- 
antees of the Constitution 


HAD BEEN VIOLATED 


in the trial of the accused. Before pro- 
ceeding further he wished to notice an in- 
cident which had taken place pending’ the 
recent argument. The prisoner had fre- 
quently taken occasion to proclaim that 
public opinion, as evidenced by the press 
and his corre dence, was in his favor. 
These declarations could not be prevented 
except by the process of gagging the 
prisoner. Any suggestion that the jury 
could be influenced by such lawless clat- 
tering of the prisoner would have seemed 
tohim absufd, and he should have felt 
that he was insulting the intelligence of the 
ury if he had warned them not to regard 
t. The counsel for the prosecution had 
felt it @ necessity, however, in. his final 
argument to interpose a contradiction to 
such statements, and exceptions had been 
taken on the part of the accused to the 
form in which that effort was made. For 
the purpose of purging the record of any 
objectionable matter he would simply say 
that anything which had been said on 
either side in reference to public excite- 
ment or to newspaper opinion was not to 
be regarded by the Seow j 
TO ESTABLISH MURDER 
It had to be proved, first, that the death 
was caused by the act of the accused, and 
further, that it was caused with malice 
aforethought. That did not mean, how- 
ever, that the Government had to ve 
any ill-will or hatred on the part of the 
accused toward the deceased. Wherever a 
homicide was shown to have been com- 
mitted without lawful authority and with 
deliberate intent it.was sufficiently proven 
to have been done with malice afore- 
thought, and malice was not disproven b 
showing that-theaccused had no person 
ill-will towards the deceased and that he 
killed him from other motives. The jury 
would have to'say the defendant was guil- 
ty of murder or’ innocént.: In order to 
constitute the crime of murder the assas- 
sin must have a reasonably sane mind. In 
technical terms he must be ‘‘of sound 
mind, memory and discretion.’’ Any ir- 
responsibly sane man could’ not commit 


murdor if he was 


LABORING UNDER A DISEASE . 

Of the mental faculties to such extent 
that he did not know what he was doing, 
or knew it was wrong. When he was 
wanting in that sound mind, memory afd 
discretion; that was a part of the defini- 
tion of murder. Every defendant was 
presumed innocent until the accusation 
against him was established by proof. 
Notwithstanding this presumption of in- 
nocence, it was equally true that the de- 
fendant was presumed to be sane and to 
have been 80 at the time the crime was 
committed. The burden of the proof as 
to insanity was on the defense. e jury 
was not to infer that the prisoner was in- 
sane because he ‘committed an enormous 
crime. The only safe rule was for the 
jury to direct its attention to the one test 
of criminal responsibility, namely: wheth- 
er the prisoner possessed sufficient mental 
capacity at the time the act was com- 
mitted to know that it was wrong, or 
whether he was deprived of_that capacity 
b 
MENTAL DISEASE. 

There was one important distinction which 
the jury must not lose sight of, and they 
must decide how far it'was applicable to 
this case; that was the distinction between 
mental and. moral obliquity, between 
mental incapacity to distinguish between 
right and wrong and moral insensibility 
to that distinction. And now; gentlemen, 
to sum up all I have said to you, if you 
find from the whole evidence that at the 
time of the commission of the homicide 
the prisoner was laboring under such a 
defect of his reason that he was incapable 
of understanding what he was doing or of 
seeing it was a wrong thing to do-- as for 
example, if he was under an insane gelu- 
gion that the pene had commanded 
him to do the act— then he was not in a re- 
sponsible condition of mind, but was the 
object of compassion, and should now be 
acquitted. If on the other hand you find 
he was under no insane delusion, but had 
the possession of his faculties and had, the 
power to know . 


HIS ACT WAS WRONG; 


And if of his own free will he. deliberatel 

conceived the idea andexecutéd the homi- 
cide, then, whether his motives were per- 
sonal vindictiveness, political animosity, 
desire to avenge supposed political wrongs 
or a morbid desire for: notoriety, or if you 
are unable to discover any motive at all,

Order was at length restored 
and the clerk again addressing the jury, 
said: ‘‘Your foreman says guilty as in- 
dicted so say we, all of us.”” ‘‘Wedo,”’ all 
responded. Another demonstration of ap- 
proval followed this announcement, but 
not so prolonged as the first, . 


POLLING THE JURY. 


Scoville still upon his feet demanded 
poll of the jury, which was granted, and 
each juror was called by name, and each 
in a firm voice responded, ‘‘ guilty.”’ As 
the last name was called the prisoner 
shrieked: ‘‘My blood will be upon the 
heads of that jury; don’t you forget it.’’ 
Scoville again addressed the Court,saying: 
‘Your Honor, I do not desire to forfeit 
any rights I may have under the law and 
practice in this district. If there is any- 
thing I ought to do now to save those 
tights, I would be indebted to your Honor 
to grant it tome.’ Judge Cox, in reply, 
assured him that he should have every 
opportunity. That the charge would be 
furnished him in print to-morrow, and 
that he would be accorded all the time al- 
lowed by law within which to take his ex- 
ceptions, and that he would also be en- 
titled to four days within which to move 
in arrest of judgment. 


CALLS FOR VENGEANCE. 


Guiteau, who from the moment Judge 
Cox began the delivery of his charge had 
dropped completely his air of flippant ar- 
rogance and sat with rigid features and 
compressed lips, called out in tones of 
desperation, ‘God will avenge this out- 
rage.”’ 
JURY DISMISSED. 

Judge Cox then turned to the jury and 
said: ‘Gentlemen of the Jury: I cannot 
express too many thanks for the manner 
in which you have discharged your duty. 
You have richly merited the thanks of 
your countrymen, and I feel assured you 
will take with you to your homes the ap- 
proval of your conscience. With thanks, 
gentlemen of the jury, I dismiss you.”’ 


‘MOCKED AND JEERED AT. 


With this announcement the court was 
declared adjourned. And now the famous 
trial which has absorbed public interest 
and attention for;more than ten weeks, was 
ended. The crowd quickly left the court 
room, and the prisoner, gesticulating with | 
his manacled hands, was led ont. As he 
passed the reporter’s tables he leaned over 
and called out to an acquaintance: ‘‘The 
court in bank will reverse this business.”’ 
His appearance was now that of a man 
deeply: moved with indignation at some 
outrage or indignity which had been put 
upon him. As he was being put into the 
van the crowd of men and boys yelled and 
shouted themselves hoarse in mockery of 
the prisoner’s constant boast, ‘‘The Amer- 
ican press and people are all with me.” 
The van was quickly driven away, fol- 
lowed till out of sight by the jeers“and | 
yells of the crowd. 


SPECULATIONS. 


Scoville will probably file a motion in 
arrest of judgment and for a new trial on 
exceptions. The law gives the defendant 
four days to file motion and reasons for a 
new. trial, and it is customary for the 
Court to set some day to hear the argu- 
ment. Should this motion be overrulcd, 
the defendant will ap to the general 
term, and under the law defendant is to 
cause a suspension of the sentence till after 
the next general term, not exceeding thir- 
ty days. The January general term is now 
in session and the case cannot then be 
heard, but will be applicable to the April 
term. It is the custom to continue the 
April term until September, taking a re- 
cess over July and August, but should it 
be closed by the latter part of May, then 
if the judgement is affirmed, Guitean’s ex- 
ecution might take place in July. 


ONE BLANK BALLOT. 


The jury proceeded to ballot. The first 
eleven for conviction and one blank, given 
by Heinlin, who wanted to be assured that 
Gujteau had said at any time that the no- 
toriety he wonld gain by killing the 
President would increase the sale of his 
book. This was proved to him and the 
next ballot showed twelve votes ‘‘ guilty.’’ 


‘* ALONE IN HIS GLORY.”’ 


Joha W. Guiteau, by accident, was not 
present when the verdict was rendered. 
Scoville stood in his usual place to make 
the customary anuouncement regarding 
exceptions; and there was no human be- 
ing near the assassin at this dreadful mo- 
ment who had any tie with him or any 
sympathy for him.

REMOVING THE PRISONER. _ 


Upon being removed to the van an 
angry hiss ,broke out. ‘No, no, gentle- 
men,” cried Deputy Marshall Williams, 
holding up his hand in expostulation,

maniac. 

NOT YET ENDED. 


Scoville does not. talk to-night like a 
man who thinks his labor in this matter is 
at an end, There are good grounds he 
says for a new trial and he proposes to 
show this from the record of the trial, 
when the popular feeling against Guiteau 
has died away. In that record he says 
will be found the fact that the letter from 
Guiteau to District Attorney Corkhill with 
his signature, and large parts of its con- 
tents torn off was admitted in evidence. 
Besides this there is expert testimony 
which he says is condemned by a thousand 
competent men throughout the country. 
and other facts not matters of record, all

MRS. GARFIELD NOT INTERESTED. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 26.—Inquiry was 
made to-day of Mr. Rudolph, brother of 
Mrs. Lucretia R. Garfield, as to how the 
late President’s widow received the news 
of Guiteau’s conviction.

OUR DEPENDENCE. 

Apropos to a possible dry season, 
which, by the way, is by no means as- 
sured, or, in fact, from present indica- 
tions, at all likely, Deputy County 
Assessor A. W. Ryan, who has been 
connected with that office as prin- 


cipal and deputy for many years, and 


is. therefore well informed, gives us 
some statistics as to the lands in this 
county, which may be relied upon to 
produce crops, even if no rain should 
fall this winter. He states that the 


“Deputy Surveyor General, when here 


two years ago, found under irrigation 
fifty-six thousand acres, which now by 
reason of the construction of new 
ditches and the extension of others, the 
laying of pipes and improved manage- 
ment of the various water sources, must 
have increased to at least sixty-five 
thousand acres which can be irrigated. 
As to damp lands which will produce 
crops without irrigation or further 
rainfall, he estimates the quantity at 
forty thousand acres, making a grand 
aggregate of one hundred and fifty 
thousand acres—equal to one thousand 
farms of one hundred acres cach, or 
two thousand of fifty acres each, whose 
production would be increased in value 
as well as quantity, by a drouth. These 
figures may be relied upon as official, 
and each successive yeur witnesses 
further developments of the water 
supply and demonstrates that less 
water 18 necessary to the production of 
crops and extends the area of perman- 
ent cultivation and the creation of a 
reserve of which this country may 
well feel proud. With such a showing 
as this every creaker's mouth should 
be peremptorily closed. 


THE SITUATION AT SAN PEDRO. 


Superintendent Hewitt, in answer to 
an inquiry, thinks the recent extension 
of the railroad from Wilmington to 
San Pedro will not be opened for busi- 
ness sooner than March, There is yet 
much work to be done to get every- 
thing in shape ‘to handle business 
smoothly. Until then passengers and 
freight will be ferried by the tug and 
lighters as now and heretofore. There 
is some clamor against the trans-ship- 
ment, but until the bar is deepened 
e0 steamers can come to the inner har- 
bor at all stages of the tide, there is 
nothing lost by taking the stcamer at 
Wilmington. The trans-shipment 
would have to be made at San Pedro 
to get out to the anchorage. We shall

How Uhinese Free Masonry was First Started, 
What it Led to, and Something About 
the San Francisco Lodges. 


The origin of Chinese Freemasonry 
ancient, its history eventful. Some 
two centuries ago during the progresge, 
of a civil rebellion, such an organiza- 
tion of Freemasons was discovered in 
the Chinese Empire. It was under the 
leadership of monks or priests, who, 
with the exception of five, who had in 
their possession all the secrets, signs 
and records of the organization, were 
taken captives and executed by the 
authorities. At the close of the rebel- 
lion the monks who had escaped with 
their lives met in executive conclave 
and decided to reorganize the order of 
Freemasons on a new and lets hostile 
basis. Separating and locating them- 
selves in five of the most populous and 
prosperous provinces of China, 

THE MONKS 

Commenced the task of reorganization. 
Four of the five priests specially noted 
for their wealth and wisdom were 
named Tay Och Chung and Fung Hi 
Hung, and it was mainly under their 
direction that the principles of the new 
Freemasons were established. Both 
these monks were of noted litieage. 
The motto or inscription emblazoned 
on the escutcheon of Tay Och 


Chung was the word ‘Chee,”’ 
which translated into English means 
great or noble, and the motto of Fung 
Hi Hung was ‘‘toak,’’ signifying per- 
fect. Tay Och Chung fled from Canton 
into the province of See Yet, while 
Fung Hi Hung made his way into the 
province of Chee Kung Tong and both 
successfully addressed themselves to 
the details of their official duties. The 
OTHER PRIESTS 

Carried out the plan in the respective 
rovinces assign em and met with 
ike success. In due course of time the 
organization thus perfected grew and 
prospered in wealth and power and by 


tinued to exist without exciting, except 
in specially aggravated cases, the hostil- 
ity of the rulers of the Chinese Empire, 
the trouble in such instances usually 
being restricted to some particular 
lodge or lodges which had declined to 
submit to an official inspection. Prior 
to the date of its re-organization the or- 
der of Chinese Freemasons existed only 
in the Chinese Empire but it has since 
extended itself until it now exists every 
where that there is located any consid- 
erable number of. Chinese throughout 
China and the United States. Some 


FOUR YEARS AGO 


A branch of the organization founded 
by Tay Och Chung was established in 
cisco, where it still exists, and 
consists of thieves, and is a semj-bar- 
barous and criminal league—a disgrace 
to the reputation of that enlightened 
city. The order is known to the Chinese 
residents of California as ‘‘Chee Kung 
Tong,’’ the word ‘‘Chee” being taken 
from the motto of Och Chung and the 
term meaning when translated, ‘“The 
greatest, most reasonable and most 
honorable society.”” A year later a 
similar but distinct organization was 
also established in that city, termed: 
‘‘Toak Kung Tong,’’ signifying ‘“The 
most perfect and most honorable so- 
ciety,’’ the word ‘‘toak’’ being after 
the motto of Fung Hi Hung. Chee 
Kung Tong was originally under the su- 
ervision of the Chinese merchants and 
usinéss men, and included in its mem- 
bership the 

BETTER CLASS 


Of the Chinese. It was then a society 
of good standing and attracted but lit- 
tle, if any, attention from the munici- 
pal authorities. It maintained its cen- 
tral temple at No. 827 Washington 
street, and was in correspondence with 
the Grand Lodge in China and with its 
numerous subordinate lodges on the 
Pacific coast. Owing to the dissatis- 
faction which soon arose im the ranks 
of Chee Kung Tong, caused by the ad- 
mission of the criminal classes, com- 
monly known as ‘‘Highbinders,’’ to- 
gether with embezzlement of a large 
sum of the society’s funds by an ab- 
sconding President, Toak Kung Toug 
was established as above named. In 
to-morrow’s issue will be found a de- 
scription of the devilish work of this 


EMERSON VS BALDWIN. 


A Dispute Between Neighbors Over 
Land. 


The case of Emerson vs Baldwin which 
has been continued in Judge Adams’ Court 
until Saturday for using threatening lan- 
guage arose out of a dispute about a land 
line. It appears some time ago Emerson 
claimed some land that he had good rea- 


son to believe was Government land and 
built there.

LOS ANGELES SNUBBED. 


The Normal School Board’s Favor- 
itism Open to Severe Censure. 


Mr. John Falvey, stairbuilder, of 
this city received a communication yes- 
terday from the Board of Normal School 
Trustees informing him that his bid of 
$1,000 for stairways in the Los Angeles 


that Messrs. H. H. & J. B. Morgesen of 
Oakland, a firm known to Mr. Falvey as 
comparatively new comers, secured the 
work by making their bid $997. 

Would it not have been better to have 
awarded the contract to Mr. Falvey, who 
is one of our own citizens, than to have 


saved the enormous sum of three dollars 
to the state by giving the work to a firm 
located five hundred miles away? 

No exception was made, or could be 
made to Mr. Falveys’s qualifications, for 
his work on the Baker Block, J. W. Hell- 
man’s, N. R. Vail’s, J. E. Hollenbeck’s 
and many other buildings and residences 
in this city abundantly testifies to his rare 
mechanical skill. 

The bid of a promirient Los Angeles 
hardware merchant for the plumbing was 
defeated by a similar technicality, his bid 
of $1,845 being rejected in favor of that of 
Mr. Sheean of San Jose for $1,800, the 
same man, by the way, who secured the 
contract for the San Jose Normal School 
and rung in about $1,000 in extras, a 
smart trick and which may be resorted to 
again in this instance. 

There was but $300 difference between 
the Los Angeles and San. Francisco bids 
for lumber, a ridiculously small sum in a 
contract of such magnitude, and a still 
more ridiculous feature of which is the 
fact that owing to the six weeks delay on 
the part of the contractors in furnishing 
] r the State has lost in Superintend- 
ent’s salary and other contingent expenses 
a sum which literally dwarfs the $300 into 
insignificance, whereas the lumber could 
have been supplied by any Los Angeles 
lumber merchant during the delay. Com- 
ment is unnecessary. The facts speak for 
themselves, and facts are stubborn things. 
We simply exclaim, Who is to blame?
